And ther is this peculiar Advantage refalting from {mal 
or mace with {mall Powers, that énow of them are 
Y to be had at very seafonable Rates; for if one 





Dealer boggles a little, and infifts upon high Terms, ano- 
ther is always ready to catch up the Chapman who offers 
ready Money. It is moreover certain, that he who pays 
well may have what Terms and Conditions he pleafes in- 
ferted in the faid minor Treaties ; provided he has not been 
too panétual, on former Occafions, in requiring the ftric 
and fall Performance of what is ftipulated ; which is often 
out of the Power of the contra¢ting Party, and known to 
be fo at the very Time when the Contraét is made. 

Now this is fo far from being the Cafe in the greater 
Conventions or Treaties, from which fome Benefit is ex- 
pected in Faé as well as in Words, that we very often find 
thefe are not to be obtained, without a tedious W afte of Time, 
for both our Love and Money united. _And what do they 


“fometimes produce, when obtained with all this Formality 
and Trouble? Verily nothing more than the little Treaties 


above-mentioned, from which nothing was ever expected. 
And where this happens to be the Cafe, the latter are in 
every refpect as good as the former; and in regard to the 
Price of them, they are undoubtedly worthy of Preference. 

We havea new Treaty concluded and figned with Spain, 
as we may now affirm from Authority, by that indefati- 
gable and moft fuccefsful Negotiator his Excellency Mr. 
Keene ; and we have a Treaty, a Convention, or fomething 
like one of thefe, upon the Carpet with France, under the 
Care of a Pair of fkilful and induftrious Managers, and a 
moft illuftrious Superintendent-general. I am in good 
Hopes of hearing in a fhort Time, that their joint Endea- 
vours are attended with as much Succefs as the fingle La- 
bouts of Mr. Keene have been already. But who can pre 
tend to fay what will be the Fruit of all the agreeing, 
figning, fealing, and ratifying, that can be imagined ? For 
as to Forms, I do not fuppofe they will be wanting in any 
Bufinefs of this Nature. But if Spain fhould afterwards find 
pew Pretences, not obvious to the Forefight of our able 
Minifter, for interrupting our Commerce in America; or 
France find new Occafions of encroaching on our Colonies, 
or extending her own by other Settlements, which may 
not be provided againtt in the definitive Agreement ; what 
will the Treaties fignify with France and Spain, more than 
thofe are like to do with Colgn and Bavaria? 

The wilful Neglect of Execution will be as hurtful, and 
more provoking, than the Incapacity of it. It will alfo be 
a much greater Difappointment; as the latter, with regard 
to the minor Treaties, might have been forefeen; and 
the other, if faffered from Contractors of higher Rank 
and Importance, could at worft be only fufpe&led ; tho’ 
the Grounds of that Sufpicion, if refpe€t be had to the 
“Examples of former Times, cannot be faid to be altogether 
unju@t and fanciful. 

Suppofing that this fhould prove the Event of our long- 
winded Negotiations, 1 would afl what Benefit will refule 
from them more than from the various and fummary Tranf- 
adtions in Germany daring the laft Summer? If none, it is 
then evident, from the Principles already laid down, that 
thefe are by far the moft preferable Commodities ; fince 
the Price of them, when compared with the former, are 
bot as the Price of a narrow Ribbon to that of a good 
Mantua. 

And in this Cafe, the great Negotiator of Germany will 


have had the Honour of accomplifhing, in a few Months, | 





more Bufinefs than feveral very able Men could accomplith 
in a much longer Period of Time: Not to mention the 
paramount Authority and Influence, which the faid great 
Negotiator all the while had, in confequence of his fupe- 
rior Capacity and Merit, over every Meafure that has 
been taken by his Under-labourers at Pa—=s and 
M. d. 

I do not {peak thefe Things as if I thought they moft 
unavoidably happen : I fincerely hope, and am inclined to 
believe from the very honeft Declarations of our new 
Friends, that we hall for once find the contrary to be true. 
But even then, if the Importance of our {maller Treaties 
mutt feverally diminifh, in Proportion to the Advantages 
we receive from the greater; I can demonftrate, that the 
Objeét of them all, and confequently their united Tendency 
to that Object, is fo eminently interefting, that the German 
Negotiator cannot lofe any of his Honour from the incidental 
and fortuitous Benefit refulting from the Toils of his In- 
feriors. 

The Emperot of Germany is acknowleged to be the firft 
Crowned Head among all the Chrifian Potentates. Of 
courfe, to provide a future Succeffor to that Crown, when 
he that now wears it has not Intercft enough to do this, 
tho’ for his own Son, isa Mark of fuch wonderful Influence 
in a foreign Country, as muft redound greatly to the Re- 
putation of that Minifter who procures it. And what are 
a few trifling Advantages in Trade, which perhaps may 
tend only to enrich a Parcel of fturdy Beggars; what is 
the Propriety of an uncultivated Ifland, or a Diftri@ of a 
few hundred Miles, in a Part of the World where there 
is ftill Land enovgh to {pare ; when put in Competition 
with the Glory of giving a Monarch to prefide over all the 
Sovereigns of Germany, and to precede in Dignity all the 
Monarchs of Europe ? Weigh this Matter in the Balance of 
Reafon, if you can impartially, and confefs yourfelf 
afhamed of your impertinent Application of the Charaéter 
of a ;Bufy-body. 

I have not yet mentioned his ****s particular Intercft 
in this German Bufinefs: But farely this ought not to be 
omitted! For a Member, which fome Malcontents repre. 
fent as none of the moft confiderable in that Body, to give 
a Head to the Whole, is certainly an Inftance of the moft 
illaftrious Nature in the Catalogue of great Aétions. 
Will not the Head be very ungrateful, if, in due Time, it 
does not ftudy to make fuitable Returns ? 

All this, you may fay, is very well in itfelf, very flatter- 
ing to an H————e——2 > But what is all this to us? I be- 
lieve, old Te/y, we thall find, when the next Day of Ac- 
count comes, that it has been fomething to us already ; and 
that future Accounts will demonftrate, that it has muit be 
yet fomething more to us before we have done. But what 
will fignify a little Expence, when it is the Parchale of fe 
much Glory ? Is it not much more honourable to extend 
our Influence over all the Continent, than to fit brooding 
in our narrow Ifland over narrower Notions? In his ***’s 
Opinion, in his G—c’s Opinion, as well as in my Opinion, 
itis: And if your Sentiments are different, we value neither 
them’nor you.

" This. Day the Right Hon. the. Lord Chancellor, Judges, 
&c. meet in the Exchequer Chamber, to nominate three 
Gentlemen in each County of England, in order for one 
of them to be pricked down by his Majelty, to ferve the 
Office of Shevift for the Year enfuing. 

Tuefday being the Birth-Day of his prefent Majefty, who 
thenventered into the-68th Year of his Age, the Morning 
was ushered in with ringing of Bells, at Noon the Park 
and Tower Guns were fired, and the Lords of the Regency 
feccived the’ Compliments of the Nobility, foreign Minif- 
ters, and Gentry, on that Occafion. 

Monday the Right Hon. Fra. Cockayne, Efg; Lord 

fayor eleét, went in ufual State from Guildhall to the 
Three Cranes, with feveral of the Aldermen, Recorder, 
and Sheriffs, from whence he went in the City Barge, at- 
tended by the-Barges of feveral of the Companies to Weft 
minfter, where he took the ufual Oaths of Qualification, 
dnd’ afterwards walked in Proceffion round the Hall, and 
faluted all the Courts which were then fitting, from whence 
he.returned to Biackfriars by Water, where he took Coach 
aid came to Guildhall, where an elegant Entertainment 
was provided on the Occafion. 

> Wevhear that by the Bill prefented to the laft Court of 
Common Coyncil, the following Regulations are propofed 
tobe made for the Relief of the Free Mafters of this City 

That the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen fhall have 
Power, to grant Licence to any Free Mafter that thall make 
it fatisfa&torily appear, that he has ufed his beft Endeavours 
and cannot procure a fufficient Number of Free Journey- 
men to carry on his Bufinefs, to employ fuch a Number of 
Foreigners, for, and during fuch Time, and under fuch 
Reftritions, as.the faid Court hall think fit and neceflary. 

On any ‘Fuefday, on which no Court of Lord,Mayor 
and Aldermen fhall be held, the Power abovementioned 
will be vetted in the Lord Mayor. This Licence is not to 
be granted to avy Perfon but what has one Apprentice ; at 
Fealt or fhall make it appear that he has had an Apprentice 
within a limited Time, before his Application for the faid 
Licence. No Freeman is to employ any Foreigner, by 
Virtue of this Licence, until he has regiftered the Chriftian 
and Surname, and Place of Abode of the faid Foreigner, 
and in what Bufinels he is to be employed. ‘The Regifter 
isto be kept ina Place (to be appointed) and every Free- 
man is to have the Liberty of infpeéting it gratis, The 
Court of’ Lord Mayor and Aldermen are to have the 
Power of revoking any Licences, tho’ the Time limited 
therein: be not expired. 

By the foreign Gazettes we learn, that the Convention 
with Spain was figned fo early as the 24th of September, 
N, S. and-yet none of the foreign Minifters at Madrid 
knew of it’till the n2chyof October. The following are 
theprincipal Articles of it, as publifhed in the faid Ga- 
zettes : 

The ‘King of Spain engages to pay to the Southfea 

‘company, within three Months, 100000 1. Sterl. for the 
Non Exéciition of the Affiento Treaty of March 13, 1713, 
and to make them Amends for the four Years they could 
pot fend. sheit annual Ship, 

As to the Trade of the Englifh in the Spanith Ports, the 
Treaties of 1667 and 1670, that of Utrecht in.1713, the 
nft, 4th, sth, and 7th Articles of the Treaty of 1715, and 
that of 1721, fhall be pundtually obferved’and exetated, 

In confequence of which Difpofitions, the Englith Ships 
trading to Spain, fhall pay no other Duties for the Goods 
they import or export than fuch as they paid-in the Reign 
of Charles II. of Spain. 

The Englith Traders are to pay only the fame Duties 
in common With the Spanifh Traders, by which his Catho- 
hic Majefly means to rarik Englifhmen with his own Sub- 
jets,» to thew che treats them among the moit favoured Fo- 
reigners... Moreover, they thal! continue to enjoy the Pri- 
vilege of taking in Salt at the Ifland of Tortuga, which ‘is 


y Spain. 
Thefe Gazettes al tell us, that when this Convention is 
ratify'd, it will be pyblifhed here ; that it was received with 
great Joy at Hariover ; and that when the whole is pub- 
ed, /i€ Will beireceived in the fame manner‘at London as 
at Hanover.
